The last few days of the provincial 
election campaign turned nasty in Mis- 
sissauga-Lakeshore with allegations of 
dirty tricks, fear of reprisals and sug- 
gestions that a videotaped incident of 
sign switching might have been staged 
to smear the PCs. 

“I find the removal of a sign from pri- 
vate property unacceptable,” said a Port 
Credit resident. The woman, who asked 
to be identified only as Rosvita for fear 
of reprisal from the local PC candidate,

complained someone switched her Lib- 
eral sign with a PC one. 

“To have it replaced by a rival party 
sign at 12.55 a.m. (is) sad and suspi- 
cious,” she told Peel Weekly News. 

The resident on Hiawatha Parkway 
obtained access to a neighbour’s secu- 
rity video, which appears to show 
someone removing a sign. 

“The police have taken the report and 
copy of the video and will take a while 
to investigate," she said. 


Liberal Charles Sousa’s campaign re- 
leased a statement saying these, “dis- 
graceful actions show a lack of respect 
for the law, and for hard working vol- 
unteers. This matter is now being in- 
vestigated by the police, and my hope is 
that the other parties will condemn 
these actions.”

Sousa’s main rival, 
Tory candidate Rudy 
Cuzzetto released a state- 
ment saying PC Party 
sign teams, “have never 
touched a red (or orange) 
sign, let alone removed 
one, even where Liberal 
signs have been installed 
without permission (as 
they were, for example, 
at the Fram building at 
Lakeshore and 
Hurontario).” 

The Sousa campaign 
has denied it’s signs have 
broken any rules.

Ex-PC leader “flattered” by high level ‘draft Brown for Peel Chair’ campaign

High level efforts to draft 
Patrick Brown for a run as 
Peel Regional Chair this fall 
are “flattering,” but the former 
PC leader says he’s in no rush 
to jump back into politics. 

“I’m just talking to friends 
who have encouraged me. 
But it would be premature to 
say I’m anywhere near close to 
prepared to make a decision at 
this point,” Brown told the 
Peel Weekly News. 

“I haven't got that far in 
terms what would be required 
(to run). At this point I’m just 
flattered by a number of re- 
gional councillors, former 
MPs, candidates in the provin- 
cial election, and local unions 
(which) have encouraged me 
to look at it. I’ve been through 
a lot in the last year so I’m not 
going to jump into anything 
quickly, ” he said. 

So far, Mississauga Council- 
lor Ron Starr is the only de-

Peel Regional Chair which is 
an elected post this year for 
the first time. 

He has no interest in run- 
ning as a councillor in Missis- 
sauga. Brown, who just turned 
40, is beginning a new chapter 
of his life after being forced to 
quit as the Ontario PC Party 
amidst allegations of sexual 
misconduct. 

He’s suing CTV over the 
story that led to his resigna- 
tion as leader last January, 
and his expulsion from the PC 
Party. The former Simcoe 
North MPP has moved to 
Lorne Park has a lot on his 
plate, not the least of which is 
to get married. 

“We're preparing for our 
wedding in the fall,” he said of 
his plans to tie the knot with 
fiancé Genevieve Gualtieri. 

His bride-to-be is the niece 
of Rudy Cuzzetto, PC candi-

Lakeshore. Brown spoke at 
length about his long deep 
roots in the area.

“T’ve obviously been very ac- 
tive, my family’s been very ac- 
tive in Peel for a long time. 

Despite his connection to 
Cuzzetto, Brown says he can’t 
help but feel a little sorry for 
Charles Sousa, the “blue” Lib- 
eral incumbent. 

“His challenge is he wears

Given he’s no longer leader, 
he declined to comment “from 
the spectator gallery,” on the 
campaign except to say his 
successor, Doug Ford has ben- 
efited from the quality of the 
candidates he brought into 
this campaign.

Apple iPhone’s robot assis- 
tant “Siri” interrupted a 
council meeting last week 
when it unexpectedly re- 
sponded to a question by 
Ward 9 Councillor Pat Saito 
directed at staff. 

“Siri, for some reason, is 
answering me, I don’t know 
why,” said Saito, who found 
the interruption amusing. “I 
asked a question (to staff) 
and Siri is answering,” she 
chuckled. 

It took place during a dis- 
cussion about the EpiPen, a 
device used to administer the 
lifesaving drug epinephrine 
during emergency treatment 
of allergic reactions. 

The device can save the life 
of someone having a serious 
allergic reaction, and advo- 
cates would like the product 
made available in Missis- 
sauga’s public facilities. 

Ward 8 Councillor Matt 
Mahoney said making the 
EpiPen device available in 
public facilities in case of 
emergency would cost about 
$13,000, an amount he con- 


siders reasonable given it 
could save lives. 

Saito asked staff, “do our 
security patrols who are in 
their cars, do they carry any- 
thing like that in their first aid 
kits?” 

As she waited for the an- 
swer, there’s an audible ‘ping’ 
and Siri can be heard re- 
sponding to the question be- 
fore staff does. 

When staff does respond, 
Saito said jokingly, “Yes, Siri 
says ‘do it.’ Very scary.” 

The digital assistant is 
available on iPhones, iPads, 
iWatches and other Apple de- 
vices. You can ask it ques- 
tions like, ‘What’s’ the 
temperature today?’ It’s also 
able set alarms, make phone 
calls, launch applications or 
do mathematical equations. 

This incident shows how 
personal digital assistants 
like Siri, Samsung’s Bixby, or 
Amazon’s Alexa can inject 
themselves into circum- 
stances in unexpected ways 
depending on their settings.

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Tory moves to take ‘deadbeats’ to court over unpaid fines

If you’ve got an unpaid fine 
or two gathering dust in a 
drawer or on a desk some- 
where, Toronto Mayor John 
Tory has a message for you - 
‘we re coming for our money.’ 

A statement from the 
Mayor’s office says the City is 
taking “immediate” steps in- 
cluding, “legal action through 
Ontario Superior Court of 
Justice.” 

The legal action refers to 
Certificates of Default 


(CODs), which give the City 
power to, “pursue civil en- 


| 


forcement for defaulted 
fines.” 
That means deadbeats 


could find themselves facing 
the seizure and sale of assets 
or having wages garnisheed. 
It’s another sign the City 
has run out of patience wait- 
ing to collect as much of the 
outstanding $577 million in 
overdue fines as possible. 
“What you have here is the 
city being denied a great 
amount of money that it 
could use, that is meant to be 
paid by people who have bro- 


ken the law, and have been 
convicted of the same,” Tory 
said. 

Also on the list of “immedi- 
ate” action are plans to; 

¢ Review and improve col- 
lection strategies for difficult 
to collect fines 

¢ Prioritize high value ac- 
counts that would benefit 
from filing certificates of de- 
fault (CODs) 

¢ Put in place rigorous per- 
formance accountability in 
procurement processes for 
collection agencies 


By the end of this year, the 
City plans to ask the province 
to, “assess whether defaulted 
fines can be included in the 
Canada Revenue Agency Set- 
Off Program and to, “imple- 
ment legislative changes to 
enable collection of defaulted 
fines through the property tax 
rolls for jointly owned proper- 
ties.” 

For some, the action aimed 
at putting heat on deadbeats 
has been a long time coming. 

Tory recently announced a 
summer “blitz” targeting indi- 
viduals and companies which 
have stiffed the City out of 
millions of dollars. 

Staff will “focus on the 
newest and biggest accounts,” 
Tory said. “At least we can 
make a big dent in the sum- 
mer,” he said, adding “regular 
reporting to the public will 
hold our feet to the fire, of 
both elected people and offi- 
cials who are in charge of 
this.” 

An Auditor General report 
tines in April looked at 

oth provincial offences and 
municipal bylaws. Beverly 
Romeo-Beehler found over 
two million cases of unpaid 
fines. 

Almost 60 per cent of the 
municipal bylaw infractions 
resulted from traffic infrac- 


tions like speeding or failing 
to carry valid motor vehicle 
insurance. 

In some cases, Romeo- 
Beehler found the City 
botched it’s own efforts to tar- 
get deadbeats, some of whom 
owe staggering amounts of 
money. 

“An individual has over 
$106,000 in default since De- 
cember 2016. Court Services 
advised that, due to an ad- 
ministrative error, they had 
not filed a Certificate of De- 
fault. No collection action has 
been taken including assign- 
ment of the account to a col- 
lection agency,” the report 
states. 

Another motorist managed 
to accumulate “38 offences 
totalling nearly $130,000. Of 
these, eight relate to driving 
without insurance and 16 re- 
late to Highway Traffic Act of- 
fences including careless 
driving. The individual has 
had their licence suspended 
and plates denied.” 

The audit notes, “We do not 
know if this individual is still 
driving a vehicle.” 

Companies and corpora- 
tions account for 12 per cent 
of defaulted fines, about $72 
million. In dollar terms, the 
largest offenders are compa- 
nies and corporations includ- 


ing one whose owners “to- 
aed have over $575,000 in 

efault related to violations of 
an industry act. The fines de- 
faulted in September 2016. 
The company is still in opera- 
tion, but has not made any 
payment towards their out- 
standing fines.” 

The City is under no illu- 
sions of ever collecting any- 
where near the total amount 
owed. "General experience 
has shown that the longer a 
fine is outstanding the more 
difficult it is to collect.” Of the 
$577 million in default, there 
are fines dating back 20 
years. The City estimates 
there is $155 million, which 
Court Services has given up 
on. 

The Auditor is reeommend- 
ing Court Services do a better 
job of transferring overdue 
fines to collections agencies 
“on a timely basis.” The sys- 
tem of collecting overdue 
fines may require a complete 
overhaul given the failure to 
collect so much delinquent 
cash over the years. 

The audit found at least 
“$27 million in defaulted 
fines related to high-dollar ac- 
counts were not re-assigned 
to a collection agency for ac- 
tion. In some cases, no collec- 
tion action was being taken.”

PM Justin Trudeau is re- 
making himself ahead of 
next year’s election as the 
defender of Canadian val- 
ues who stood up to Donald 
Trump.

Mississauga begins investment in Smart Cities Master Plan 


Following the Government 
of Canada's announced 
shortlist of Smart Cities Chal- 
lenge Finalists, the City of 
Mississauga has announced a 
commitment to follow 
through with its Smart Cities 
Master Plan. 

Despite not being selected, 
Mississauga intends to move 
forward with its plans to in- 
vest in innovation through- 
out the community. 

“Mississauga will continue 
to invest in innovation and 
new ways to use data and 
technology as we build a 
modern and progressive city 
for the 21st century,” said 
Mayor Bonnie Crombie. 


“While I am disappointed 
that our City was not selected 
in the Smart Cities Challenge, 
we will continue to invest in 
building a Smart City of vi- 
brant communities where 
everyone has equal opportu- 
nity and feels empowered; a 
place where people can con- 
nect, adapt and succeed.” 

The nation-wide Smart 
Cities Challenge built a com- 
petitive framework to en- 
courage Canadian 
communities to think cre- 
atively and foster innovation 
through a more data-driven 
and_ technologically con- 
nected community. Due to 
this federal initiative, cities 


across Canada submitted 
proposals to the government 
with hopes of receiving fed- 
eral funding to turn their vi- 
sions into a reality. 

Most importantly, this ini- 
tiative founded a conversa- 
tion around what a more 
connected, engaged and in- 
novative community looks 
like. 

“Because of the Smart 
Cities Challenge, communi- 
ties like Mississauga right 
across Canada have joined in 
the discussions of how to use 
technology to solve their 
most pressing municipal is- 
sues,” said Janice Baker, CAO 
and City Manager. “Smart 
Cities was a key topic at the 
annual conference of the 
Canadian Association of Mu- 
nicipal Administrators 
(CAMA) held this week in 
Fredericton. As CAMA Presi- 
dent, I heard from many of 
my colleagues about how the 
Challenge was instrumental 
in fostering innovative think- 
ing and community engage- 
ment.” 


Mississauga's submission 
in early April aimed to ‘solve 
for social and economic re- 
silience'. To achieve this goal 
the city set out a plan to cre- 
ate a city-wide data and tech- 
nology network complete 
with community hubs, digital 
tool-kits and enhanced access 
to services. 

The plan specifically sup- 
ported those at risk, youth, 
new immigrants, and the 
local community as a whole. 
The plan involved providing 
digital kits to those with fi- 
nancial barriers, creating 
community — work-spaces 
complete with amenities that 
enable learning and support 
success. 

Further initiatives include 
encouraging the use of active 
and public transportation 
and the use of Intelligent Dig- 
ital Signage, Artificial Intelli- 
gence, Voice First Services, 
Augmented Reality, Open 
Data, and Mobility and inte- 
gration with agency services. 


Mississauga reveals proposed 
Adequate Heat By-Law changes

After a careful review 
process involving community 
feedback, City of Mississauga 
Enforcement staff have issued 
proposed changes to the Ade- 
quate Heat By-law. 

Enforcement staff had been 
directed by Council to review 
the By-law and include com- 
munity-feedback throughout 
the process. 

During the review, staff took 
unit temperature cooling pro- 
visions, as well as the ae 
that the By-law would in effect 
into consideration and issued 
a report regarding potential 
provisions. 

The report indicated specific 
changes to the By-law which 
would ensure landlords have 
increased flexibility when reg- 
ulating heat in their buildings 
during alternating and ex- 
treme weather patterns. Cur- 
rently, City by-laws requires 
owners to provide dwellin 
units with an adequate an 
stable heat of 20 degree Cel- 
sius from Sept. 15 to June 1. 
Staff recommended changes 
propose alterations to this re- 
quirement. 


KESHORE — 


City staff proposed that land- 
lords must provide adequate 
heat to maintain unit temper- 
ature of at least 20 Celsius. 

Where air-conditioning ex- 
ists, landlords must ensure 
that a maximum temperature 
of 26 degree Celsius is not ex- 
ceeded. 

Removal of the Sept. 15 to 
June 1 temperate range dates 
are currently found within the 


existing By-law. 

“Enforcement staff met with 
and received input from the 
public and stakeholders, in- 
cluding tenants, property 
management, owners and con- 
tractors on recommendations 
for the Adequate heat By-law,” 
said Geoff Wright, Commis- 
sioner, Transportation, and 
Works. 

“The proposed changes com- 
ply with provincial require- 
ments and _ responds to 
changing weather conditions. 
The changes also address 
many of the concerns that we 
heard during the public meet- 
ings, are easy to understand 
and will be enforceable.” 

The report also includes a 
proposed education plan in- 
tending to raise awareness and 
advise residents of the 
changes. 

If approved, the By-Law 
name will change to Adequate 
Temperature By-Law and will 
come into effect today. 

The By-law will also be 
placed under review every 
three years to ensure informa- 
tion is kept up to date.

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Health and Wellness - The Laying Posture 


by Elizabeth Banfalvi 


In meditation, many assume 
the laying posture. There are 
benefits to all the postures but 
this posture is more relaxing 
when done well. 

Lay on the floor with your 
arms away from your body 
and your legs apart. This will 
release fhe Heel muscles of 
your arms and legs. 

Your chin should be tucked 
and nose pointing to the ceil- 
ing. Shoulders and hips 
should be flat on the floor. 

If you feel uncomfortable 
with any of these, try these. 
Knees and arms tight — put 
cushions under each of them. 
Neck sore — put a rolled-up 
hand towel under your neck. 
Extend your legs up a wall or 
up on a couch or chair. 

This is very comforting and 
relaxing for the heart. In a 
more extensive posture, put 
the soles of your feet together 
and large cushions under both 
knees, lower arms and back 
and head. Ensure your body 
feels comfortable to meditate. 

A simple laying posture is 
very relaxing. Wiggle your toes 
so that you feel all ten of them. 
Point your toes and then ex- 
tend heels several times and 
release. Wiggle your knees up 


and down several times. Ro- 
tate your ankles back and forth 
several times. 

Put both feet on the floor 
and with legs together, lower 
your knees to the floor. If this 
isn’t possible, put a cushion 
under your knees. Let your 
legs relax for several seconds 
at the lowered position. This 
will stretch out the body’s op- 
posite side. 

Raise your knees and repeat 
to the other side. Rest at the 
lowered point. Go back to cen- 
tre and lift your legs to your 
tummy area and do the same. 
This will stretch your side 
muscles area a little differ- 
ently. 

When you are done doing 
both sides, wrap your arms 
around or under your knees 
and pull and press your legs 
into your tummy area several 
times. This will improve circu- 
lation in your colon area. 

Release and holding your 
knees loosely, rock back and 
forth elbow to elbow. This will 
massage your lower back. 
Now raise your head and curl 
your body tightly from top of 
your head to the tips of your 
toes pressing your forehead to 
your knees.

Release and straighten your 
legs down slowly one at a time.

These are larger 
muscles so do extra rolls. 

Now wrap your arms 
around your body and hug 
yourself tightly to stretch out 
the area between your shoul- 
der blades.

back to centre and raise your 
head and lower your chin to 
your breastbone.

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you accommodate the laying 
posture. 

Close your eyes slowly. 
Slowly open and close your 
eyes letting your eyes soften. 
Listen to the sounds around 
you allowing them to soften as 
you listen. What is the tem- 
perature in the room? Is it 
cool or warm? How does your 
body feel against the floor or 
surface you are lying on? Be 
aware of your surroundings 
and feelings. 

How are you breathing? Be 
aware. Inhale through the 
nostrils and then slowly ex- 
hale. Repeat several times in- 
creasing the length of the 
exhalation. Feel your chest 
rise and lower with each 
breath. Keep your awareness 
on your breathing. 

At the end, do 3 relaxing 
breaths. Roll over to one side 
and assume the fetal position 
and rest. Lay your hand on the 
floor and push up from your 
hand. Sit and get your bear- 
ings then get on your hands 
and knees. Put one foot flat on 
the floor and with both hands 
on your thigh, push up from 
your hands.

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Investing in more than just hoop dreams 


It wasn’t long after this time 
last year when Roger Moute a 
Bidias ut himself on the 
radar of Raptors 905. 

Based out of Los Angeles 
after going undrafted out of 
California in June, Motue a 
Bidias found his way into 
some workouts that have now 
become the stuff of Toronto 
Raptors legend. 

They are, after all, where 
The Bench Mob was forged, 
with the Raptors’ young core 
playing together regularly 
throughout the summer. 

Motue a Bidias was there 
and, despite modest produc- 
tion over four years of college, 
made an impression. His 
length, anticipation, and 
overall defense all stood out, 
and the 905 would eventually 
invite him to training camp as 
a local tryout player. 

He’d make the team, too, 
but his season wouldn’t get to 
start for another three 
months — two days before the 
905’s opener, Motue a Bidias 
suffered a knee sprain, ulti- 
mately leading him to be 
waived and then re-added to 
the roster when he healed. 

“My rookie pro season was 
a learning experience,” he 
says from Houston, where 
he’s training regularly and 
watching brother Luc Mbah a 
Moute compete in the West- 
ern Conference Finals as a 
member of the Houston 
Rockets. 

“Tt was definitely a roller- 
coaster. Coming in, I felt great 
about my game, I felt confi- 
dent. And then I came in and 
I got hurt. It was a new expe- 
rience to me, having to sit out, 
and having to be at home and 
pr rind and try to come back 

ealthy. I didiay best to stay 
ready, I did my best to come 
back better than I was before, 
come back so that I wouldn’t 
miss a beat and be able to

help the team.” 

Disappointing though the 
abbreviation of his rookie 
year was, Moute a Bidias was 
still able to make an impres- 
sion. 

He averaged 11.6 minutes 
over nine games, providin 


his trademark defense an 
helping the team push in 


transition. 

It was enough that he was 
even called in for four brief 
playoff appearances, and that 
the offseason presents itself to 
him as a pivotal one. 

“I think it’s gonna be a great 
summer for me to set myself 
up for something good,” he 
says. 

*T'm pretty confident about 
myself, man. Obviousl 
injury kind of slowed things 
down, but I’m confident 
about myself, I’m confident 
about my game, so I feel like 
it’s gonna be good after this 
summer. It’s gonna be good 
for me and I'll be able to

my name out there.” 

The time off had another 
major impact on Moute a 
Bidias, too. This being the 
first time he’d ever sat in- 
jured, he gained some impor- 
tant perspective on life and 
basketball, perspective that 
affirmed how he tried to oper- 


ate in twice becoming an All- 
Pac 12 Academic honourable 
mention. 

If he was going to be forced 
to sit out an extended period, 
there was no sense in wasting 
that time. 

“When I was hurt and I re- 
alized, you know, our offsea- 
sons are long, and even 
during the year I find myself 
having a lot of spare time and 
a lot of free time when I’m not 
training or not at practice or 
playing games, and I realized 
hey man, I could take advan- 
tage of this time and do some- 
thing valuable and help better 
myself on the personal devel- 


opment side,” he says. 

At Cal, that meant a degree 
in interdisciplinary studies 
that included: courses in de- 
velopmental economics, com- 
puter science, and ICTD 
(information, communica- 
tion, and technology for de- 
velopment), an opportunity 
to visit tech start-ups and 
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meet CEOs in the Bay Area, 
and a thesis focused on how 
financial technologies can aid 
economic development in 
Sub-Saharan Africa (Moute a 
Bidias is from Cameroon). 
More recently, it meant a 
one-day internship on the 
Google campus in San Fran- 
cisco as a part of the NBA’s 
Career Crossover program. 
For the last few years, NBA 
players have had the opportu- 
nity to explore fields of inter- 
est to begin to prepare for 
their lives after basketball. 
Originally, Mbah a Moute 
was hoping to visit Snapchat, 
but an opportunity to spend a 


day at Google came up on rel- 
atively short notice and he 
jumped. 

“You know, I jumped on the 
opportunity, because obvi- 
ously, it’s Google. So I said 
hey, I'll do it,” he says. “It was 
great, man. It was amazing. A 
great experience because, ob- 
viously like I said, I’m very, 


very interested in tech, having 
studied it, and having lived in 
the Bay Area a few miles away 
from Google, I always heard 
about it. So being able to see 
it from inside, meeting differ- 
ent people there, seeing the 
technologies that they're 
working with and the tech- 
nologies that they’ve created 
and how they’ve created it 
was a great experience, man.” 

The highlight, for Moute a 
Bidias, was the chance to ride 
in a self-driving car. He also 
got the chance to try out 
Google’s virtual __ reality 
glasses, get a look at how con- 
sumer feedback is passed 


down and turned into action- 
able information for engi- 
neers, and participate in a 
workshop designed to help 
layers translate their basket- 
all skills to a different envi- 
ronment. 

The latter included tips on 
brand-building through 
Google, YouTube, and 
LinkedIn, necessities to net- 
work properly in 2018, espe- 
cially in the tech realm. 

“It’s definitely something 
I’m trying to set up. Meeting 
people, creating a network, 
developing skills, those are 
things I’m trying to do right 
now when I do have the spare 
time,” he says. 

“Whenever I’m done play- 
ing, or even while I’m playing, 
I can create some opportuni- 
ties for myself. It doesn’t have 
to be necessarily work-wise, 
but investment wise, create 
some opportunities for myself 
that can help me set up a good 
post-career life.” 

For now, these are longer- 
term considerations. Moute a 
Bidias intends to continue 
learning and networking in 
his downtime, even if his pri- 
mary focus is on basketball. 

Personal and professional 
growth are not mutually ex- 
clusive endeavours, and while 
training and practicing take 
up a good deal of time, he'll 
have an eye out for more op- 
portunities like a day on the 
Google campus to help him 
prepare to make an impact 
outside of the game, too. 

“Even as a college athlete, 
I’ve tried to be my best on the 
court and be my best off the 
court,” he says. “When I’m on 
the court, I’m trying to be the 
best player that I can be, and 
when I’m off the court, I’m 
trying to be the best Roger.”
